Mined the Ladies Kerſland and Iſlandgreg, to continue in Priſon till the adviſ- 
ng that Petition. . . 

That Petition was not moved upon the ſaid Tueſday, nor at any Time ſince, 
ind your preſent Petitioners are informed that theſe Gentlemen who reſide at 
London, having ſince got better Advice concerning the Situation of your Petiti— 
ners, are not to inſiſt to have that Petition of theirs adviſed, the Conſequence of which 
ill be, that your Lordihips former Warrant for our Liberation will continue 
ill in Force; having been no otherwiſe, altered than by ordaining us to continue 
n Priſon till the adviſing of that Petition of Menny and Graham, and ſeeing the 
ame is not inſiſted in, there is no Neceſſity for adviſing thereof. 

The Warrant of Liberation bowever will ftill be ineffectual to your Petiti- 
ners, unleſs they can find wherewithal to ſatisfie the Goaler for his Demands 
pon them, and therefore the Petitioner Anna Ker muſt further repreſent to 
our Londſhips, that ſhe ſtands provided to the Liferent of the whole Eſtate 
f Kerfland, in Virtue of the Diſpoſition from her Husband to her, lying in the 
Proceſs of Ranking of his Creditors, 

That upon Kerſland's Death, his Eſtate was (:queſtrate, and a Factor appoint- 
ed by your Lordihips, with the Burden of 50 Mers yearly to your Petitioner 
by Way of Aliment in the Interim. But of this Allowance there is not a ſuffici- 
ent Balance reſting or extant for compleating the Fetitioners Liberation 

That your {aid Petitioner has made a Deed, which was delivered for the Uſe

May it therefore pleaſe your Loraſyips, Imo. In Reſect of the ſaid Men— 
ny and Graham not inſiſting on their Petition, to recal the Order for 
detaining your Petitioners in Priſon till the advifing of the Petition. 
And 2do. To grant Warrant to the Factor for paying to the Petitioner 
Anna Ker, the Balance that is wanting to her of 1600 Merks yearly 
ſince the Death of her Hurband or to remit to the Lord Minto Ordinary 
inthe Ranking, to adiuſi thejaid Balance, and in the mean Time ordain the 
Factor to pay the Sum of to the Petitioner, towards 
ſatisfying the Keeper of the Priſon, and obtaining the Petitioners Liberation,
